TRACE OF BRITISH ESPIONAGE 
is the vice consul, but the feeling here 
is so intensely Russian that no one 
seems inclined to talk with him, and 
he spends his time standing on the 
ier, or following the officers about. 
He depends on the associated press 
dispatches for news. He expresses 
some surprise that the United States 
government has not a cutter here on 
watch.

Schouvelofi’s Visit to St. Petersburg 
~—A Criticiem of Col. Gladstone. 


Lonpon, May 9.—The Daily News’ 
St. Petersburg correspondent, referring 
to Count Schouveloff’s mission, says: 
The Russians earnestly desire an under- 
standing with England. They believe 
it would be better for Russian interesta 
than an agreement with Austria, and 
wish to unite with England for the 
benefit of the Christians, and to secure 
peace. The only fear is that England 
may make proposals humiliating to 
Russia. Itis generally believed that in 
Vienna and Berlin very little desire is 
felt to see the negotiations between 
Russia anc England succeed. 


SCHOUVELOFF’S MISSION.

4 GAUNT AND UGLY SPECTRE. 


TLe spectre of communism will not 
“down!” at the north, but stalks 
abroad with free and defiant stride 
Dr. Holland, the editor of Scribner’s 
Monthly, and probably the best writer 
on social topics in the country, said 
some time ago, that there had not been 
a time since the war when there was 
not disorderly elements enough in 
every large northern city, anxious to 
see it plundered, and strong enough to 
plunder it, if they were only organized 
and properly led. It seems to be cer- 
tain that the time has about arrived 
when these elements are to be put to 
the test. They are now certainly well 
organized; and more than this, they 
are wellarmed. Their mere force of 
numbers is quite alarming. It is claim- 
ed, for instance, that there are 20,000 
of them ready to appear in drilled and 
armed ranks in the city of Chicago 
alone. The force of this will appear 
when we reflect that the army of the 
United States, ali told, amounts to only 
21,000 men. It was estimated by a 
competent military man on yesterday 
that a force of 5,000 armed men could 
easity capture and hold Cincinnati for 
a day or two, just as five hundred men 
could effectuaily pillage a city of the 
size of Atlanta. An alarming feature 
of the whole affair is that the shrewd 
rascais of the city seem to have secured 
the co-operation of the farmers in their 
dastardly insurrection sgainst peace 
and order, and that under the move of 
the “Nationals,” a powerful fighting 
force has been secured all through the 
rural districts. 

If the fight is opened, the struggle 
will be fearful and the damage irrepar- 
able. The New York Herald, which 
has exceptional facilities for gathering 
news at the capital, claims to have 
proof in Washington thata genera! ris- 
ing of al the communists elements 
in the country has been arranged to 
take place some time in June. It is 
claimed that the movement will start at 
San Francisco, to be followed at given 
signals by explosions over the whole 
north and west... What the occasion of 
that outt reak will be has not yet been 
determined ; but an opportunity will 
not be wanting. The slighest sort of 
labor disagreement will give a pretext, 
and there is not aday in the year when. 
something of this kind does not offer. 

Of course the Herald may be mis- 
taken in its information. The state-~ 
ment, however, is printed under its 
editorial news from Washington, 
Mr. Nordhoff presumably being the 
writer, It must be acknowledged that 
he ig hardly ever mistaken,and that the 
developments of the past few days bear 
out these utterances. That there has 
been unusual and systematic activity in 
all the communistic lodges ot the 
country cannot be doubted. Itis quite 
probable that it will take the shape 
prophesied by the Herald. In that

ATLANIA AS A POBT OF DELIVERY. 


What bas become of Mr. Candler’s 

bill to make Atlanta a port of delivery, 
introduced in cougress at an early day 
of ihe present session? We have 
looked in vain for the evidence of its 
progress through the house of repre- 
sentatiyes, but, so far as we have seen, 
the record is silent. We are well aware 
that members cannot always control 
these matters to thei: own liking; but 
it is also true that earnest, persistent 
attention, with proper aid from out~ 
side, seldom faile to secure early and 
fayorable consideration for a meritoris 
ous measure. We fear our custom- 
houge bill has;not received that atten- 
tion. Members of congress who do 
their cuty to their constituents and to 
the ccuntry at large have an onerous 
task to perform, and it is impossible 
for them to concentrate their minds 
and efiorts on any one of the multifa- 
rious interests that are intrusted to 
their keeping. Our immediate repre- 
sentative has doubtless done what he 
could to secure ar early and favorable 
actior: on his bill, but, so far as appears 
to the public eye, he has had to strug- 
gle single-handed for its success. What 
interest has any other member from 
Georgia taken in the measure’? None, 
that we have heard of. Nor are they 
to be blamed. What steps have we of 
Atlanta taken to inspire them with 
solicitude for the measure? What has 
our city council, what have our mer- 
chants and real estate owners done to 
hold vp the arms of Mr. Candler and 
secure the active co operation of con- 
gressmen for the passage of the 
bill? ‘Will some one in Atlanta an- 
swer these questions? Are our peo~ 
ple «sleep on the subject, or 
are they really and earnestly at work 
in the dark? We ho;e the latter 
branch 2f the aliersiative may be true: 
though the evidences have failed to 
come to our knowledge. 
We esnnot aeenunt for the apparent 
popular indifferenve on this subject 
except on a hypothesis that would 
not be creditable to the intelligence 
ani erergy of our business men. If 
they understand ta2 matter in its im~ 
portant bearings upon the prosperity 
of the city, we feel sure ‘hey would be 
fully alive on the subject, and unite 
as one man in an earnest effort to se~ 
cure the commercia! facilities contem- 
plated in Mr Candler’s bill. Onur pre 
sent mcde of doing business did well 
enough when we had but a handfull of 
merchants who were content witha 
lively trade from the surrounding 
country; but Atlanta is 
not to-day what she was 
ten, or eyen five years ago. From 
a emali but spirited interior town, she 
has grown into an active, stirring and 
populous city of near forty thousand 
inhabitants, and her number still rap- 
;dly increasing from year to year. In- 
stead cf a tew thousand customers in 
her im:iaediate vicinity, she has reached 
out her commercial arms and now em- 
braces in her trade nearly every south- 
ern state east ot the Mississippi. Con- 
nected with every portion of the coun- 
try by bands of iron, and the competi-~ 
tion in railroad transportation having 
pretty well destroyed the monopoly of 
the wholesale trade so long enjoyed by 
the seaport cities, a anew and grand era 
of prosperity and wealth is thus opened 
to her and invites her acceptance. But 
it will Hot be forced upon her, This 1s 
a day of windy competition in trade, 
and the largest amonnot of sagacity and 
energy’ wins the golden prize. 
It 8: clear that we cannot 
compe with those cities that 
enjoy commercial facilities that we 
do not possess. Chief among tilese is 
the fore'gn trade, Until we ourselves 
resort t) foreign importations, we can 
not exp*ct to compete successfully with 
those cities which buy where they can 
buy cheapest the world over and vhen 
sell to us at a profit. This is too mani-« 
fest to require argument. And we may 
go furtber and say tbat no city ever yet 
engaged largely in this trade and en-~ 
joyed ite full benefits, that did not have 
a custom house at its own door. To 
say nothing of the manifest inconven- 
ience and expense of a delivery and 
payment of custom duties at pvints re- 
mote fram the place of destination, the 
very presence of a custom house in a 
city, wita an efficient official head 
to point out to its business men the true 
channele of a successful trade, can 
not fail to stimblate importations 
and ajd to the wealth and 
importance of the community. 

And now, how long will the people 
of Atlanta continue to be insensible to 
these important considerations, and to 
the real elements of prosperity and 
greatness. Will our city council do 
nothing to secure the commercial ad- 
vantages we have alluded to? Is our 
chamber of coramercs so absorbed with 
the St. Louis and Cincinnati quotations 
of bacon and corn that it has no time 
to spare for questicns that so deeply 
concern every property-holder and 
business man of the city ? 

Lot us awake to our true interest, get 
out of the old ruts of past business hab. | 
its, and catch an inspiration from the 
spirit of progress that rules in the most 
prosperovis cities of the union.

Mr. President, and gentlemen of the Georgia 
Press Association; At the eleventh hour, and by 
reason of circumstances not nec s:ary to be here 
detailed, the very pleasant duty has been devolved 
upon me, of extending to you, on behalf of the 
local press and of the Gainesville Library associa- 
tion, a cordia| welcome to ouramty and to our 
homes. Ourhonorable msyor bh s thrown open 
our gates to you, and bid you enter and make 
yourselves athome. We have heretofore had as 
our guests, men whose aims and purposes were 
the advancement of the caure of religion; others 
whose desigo was to disseminate general benevo- 
lence; others whoee grand theme was temperance: 
gnd others sti]] whose purposes were to advance 
agriculture. All these came amongst us stranger's 
and left us friends. You, the representatives of 
the art preservative, members of the 
fourth estate, have oftentimes heard of 
us, and, upon the anthority of others, 
have already said many pleasing 
things about us. We have longed to 6 
you face to face. And you will pardon me for 
saying that we have been agreeably surprised 
at beholding you. From your own file we have 

learned that you were “‘poorand needy, weak 

and wounded, sick and sore.’’ That you had no 

money except what little your patrous owe you; 
that your wives were a'! widows, and your chil~ 
dren orpbans; and that you yourselves are 
blazing out the road io the poorshouse. Our 
own Redwine, Lawshe and Biats afforded o 
contradiction to your oft-repeated assertion, 
for everybody who looks at one of them expe- 
riences a sensation of hunger; or as it fs com- 
monly expressed, a gnawing at the stomach; 
and the corpulency of my friend, Arch Patter- 
son, whom you ali no doubt know, has induced 
some to suppose he belonged to the press gang. 
Hearing you called “Knights of the qaill,’’ we 
had no doubt you were plucked from Job’s clas- 
sic turkey; or, {rom your sad wailings, per 
chance, that you were from the wing of the 
fieshy whippoorwill. Imagine then our surprise 
at seeing a crowd of gentlemen so well fed, so 
well clad, and seeming in al) respects in about 
as good condition as their average fellow-man. 

The only fears our people ever had, were that if 
you were so hard worked and so poorly fed, we 
might be trou bled to feed the crowd. 

But after we tried a temperance conyention | 
who of course took it dry, and a Methodis. con- 
ference, which left us even chickens, ag the 
newspapers will attest, we had but litte further 
apprehensions, snd our local press removed all 
doubts upon the subject by telling us 
that printers live not on bread alone, 
but that fluids form a large 
part of their diet, and we knew that for good 
waters of every sort our section can’t be beat. 
So if our waters are just strong enough we are 
all right. But jesting aside. Gentlemen, we 
are glad to have you visit us. Welive ina sec- 
tion comparatively new and unknown. Un. 
scarred forests cover our hills and plains, and 
boundless stores of rich minerale lie imbedded 
beneath them. Water powers of vast capacity 
lie unimproved on every hand. We need popu- 
lation. We need capital. Our climate, our 
scenery, our water, our whole surroundings are 
as inviting as any upon the face of :he earth. 
We have done all out means enabled us to do. 
We have builded schools and churches; we 
have established here a public library which 
is just in its infancy, and we take great pleasure 
in behalf of that institution to invite you to 
become its special guests. We welcome you to 
our ball and to our very meagre little library 
We know but little here, we are rude and uncul- 
tivated. But we are proud to mest with you 
who are the world’s chroniciers. We honor the 
noble art which has bridged the abyss of igno- 
rance and constructed a craft that triumphantly 
rides the Lethean lake, has preserved from obs 
livion and rendered immortal the noblest 
thoughts of the good and great of all past time. 
We bow at the shrine where worship those who 
mould and direct the thoughts of men. We 
stand in awe before the power which makes 
kings and rulers and dethrones monarchs and 
princes, the power which direcis governments, 
sways human passion, and sits in judgment 
upon human action. 

We are glad to present to you our little city. 
We have not here “spacious hails nor tewering 
domes; we have no dazzling steeples nor hand-~ 
some minarets, but we present to you open 
arms, warm bcarts, smiling faces and a fervent 
God bless you. 

Then, in behalf of our library association, I 
bid you welcome to Our halls and our city. In 
behalf of the local press, I bid you welcome to 
our hillsand our valleys, our bracing air and 
spatkling waters. Ino behalf of our fair women, 
I bid.you welcome to our homes and our hearts. 
Recognizing the truth that ‘‘beneath the ru e o; 
men entirely great, the pen is mightier than the 
sword.”
